It 
was shaped somewhat like a photographer’s 
camera, bat with more complicated machin­ 
ery. They seemed jealous of observation, so 
I did not intrude myeelf on them at first, and 
only noted their operations from a distance. 
They were evidently testing their queer ma­ 
chine by a seriee of experiments, with more or 
less success. I observed that when they 
directed the projecting tabes of the apparatus 
toward any object, making a focua, I suppose, 
there was always a commotion at that point. 
For example, a Whitehall boat, pulled by a 
I 
couple of mea, happened to pass at the time. 
It was made an object. The rowers suddenly 
unshipped their oais and crawled under the 
thwarts, as if to escape an attack. When 
i the instrument was turned in another direc­ 
tion, they reappeared, and after comparing 
notes and finding they had suffered no pei- 
sonal injury, stood up in the boat and cursed 
vigorously. We were in plain view from the 
platform—machine and all. A pilot-boai 
beating out of the Heads waa also brought 
under the influence, and I raw the man at 
the wheel squirm aa if in pain, and call up 
some one from below, who evidently repeated 
his experience. I noticed, further, that a 
strange sort of light flickered over and about 
the object toward which the tubes were di­ 
rected ; it was quite visible, although the sun 
was shining brightly. After several ru h 
tests, one of the experimenters said: “ Now, 
then, for the seals.” There were not many 
on the rocks at the time, but there were 
two or three large ones among the number. 
The man who appeared to have principal di­ 
rection of the machine produced a placard— 
a Si.

THE 
REVOLT 
IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


It is now evident th at the Independent 
movement in Pennsylvania has gone be­ 
yond the possibility of reconciliation, and 
that a war to the knife against the Cam­ 
erons is about to be commenced. 
For a 
long time efforts have been made to prevent 
this revolt, and all possible arguments in 
behalf of adhering to the temporizing and 
futile policy of “ reform within the party” 
have been employed to that end. 
But the 
only effect of these endeavors has been to 
demonstrate more plainly the total im­ 
practicability of obtaining relief in that 
way. 
The Republican organization in 
Pennsylvania has been so long under the 
control of “ bosses ” th at they have grown 
to regard it as a family estate. 
While 
Simon Cameron held the heltn discontent 
was kept iu abeyance, for he was undoubt­ 
edly a strong and able man, and knew 
how to make himself respected as well as 
feared. 
But since he retired from politics 
and banded the management over to his 
son Don, who has none of his great quali­ 
ties, but all of his bad cues exaggerated, 
the long smoldering disaffection has be­ 
come unmanageable. 
And it was time, for 
corruption and partisan tyranny had been 
carried to almost incredible lengths. 
The 
loyalty of Republicans, based on their 
recollection of what the party had accom­ 
plished in the past, was rebed on to 
bolster up a State despotism which was as 
venal and shameless as Tweedism, which 
excluded honest men from public life, 
which gave power aud pelf to a hoard of 
rascally adventurers, and which enabled the 
Camerons to run the State for their per- 
señal advancement, aud to defy the ex­ 
pressed wishes of the rank-and-tilo in the 
most cynical and contemptuous fashion. 
Experience showed that all efforts to 
cure these evils from within the party must 
be futilo, because the “ bosses ’’ had foil 
control of all the party machinery, and 
could and did frustrate every attem pt to 
curtail their power. 
The late State Con- 
vcntiou was the last despairing attempt 
in this direction, and its result was so 
preposterous that nothing was left but 
open secession. 
The “ bosses ” proposed 
to meet the Independents half way, and 
tbair plan was characteristic. 
They were 
to make the State ticket, and in return the 
Independents were to 
put what they 
pleased in the platform. 
So the most 
lofty professions of reform appeared in the 
platform, and above them was a thorough 
boss ” ticket. 
The device was too crude. 
The Independents had gone too far to be 
hoodwinked by so palpable a deception. 
They saw that the only object of the 
Camerons wss to ohtsin their votes, and 
that when the “ regular” ticket had been 
elected, all the fine platform professions 
would be quietly ignored. 
It was too 
absurd a thing to suppose that a ticket 
chosen by the “ bosses” could be rebed 
upon to put them dowD. 
The Independ­ 
ents would have been very poor politicians 
if they had not realized this at once. They 
did realize it, and the resnlt is that they 
have rejected the olive branch, and de­ 
clared war upon “ Bossism.” 
The outcome of the struggle can hardly 
be anything else than a Democratic vic­ 
tory, but the Independents understand 
and are prepared for this. 
They have 
ceased to be amenable to the 1 ‘ Btalwart ” 
argument 
that 
every species of abuse 
within the party is preferable to a schism 
which will defeat it. 
They do not believe 
this. 
They are convinced that unless the 
present leaders of the party are thrust 
from power it will 
become necessary 
to crush the organization which supports 
them. 
They hold, logically, that what­ 
ever methods are necessary to put the 
“ bosses” down are justifiable, and th at a 
temporary defeat of the party cannot 
weigh for a moment against the permanent 
evils inseparable from further toleration of 
the corrupt rule of these men. 
They have 
for years been patient and hoping against 
hope. Again and again they have yielded to 
the urgent solicitations of the “ stalwarts ” 
and have voted the " straight " tic k e t; 
and year after year they have discovered 
after the election th at their complaisance 
had only served to fortify the abuses of 
which they complained. 
There would be 
nothing to choose between the Democratic 
and Republican parties if the latter conld 
be relied upon, like the former, to vote 
the party ticket under all circumstances. 
Theae is nothing to choose between the 
Democrats and such Republicans as arc 
found in the ranks of the “ bosses.” 
Old 
Simon Cameron is reported to have aaid 
the other day that he would vote for an 
ox, if the ox had received his nomina­ 
tion 
regularly. 
The doctrine of that 
observation is the doctrine which corrupts 
all political organizations eventually, and 
which makes their dissolution necessary. 
The man who will “ vote for an ox,” 
will vote for the worst scoundrel in the 
country, and will support at the same time 
the most llagitions platform of principles. 
In short, this is LTtramontanism in pol­ 
itics. 
It is that stage of intellectual de­ 
generation in which the freeman surrenders 
his liberty and his conscience to a political 
priest, and accepts the absolution of the 
latter as a full discharge for all knaveries 
aud 
dishonesties conceivable. 
Such a 
man in politics is as dangerous to liberty 
as priest-ridden men are in religious mat­ 
ters. 
He will at the bidding of his masters 
vote to establish an imperial dynasty as 
soon as anything else. 
He has transformed 
the political machine into a sort of divin­ 
ity, and he worships it blindly and uc- 
questionicgly. 
Whenever a party has got 
to the point at which it is prepared to vote 
for “ an ox,” it has outlived its useful­ 
ness, and men who still retain their self­ 
respect, their independence of judgment, 
their regard for morality and pare govern­ 
ment, are under obligation to come out 
from the corrupted organization, and op­ 
pose themselves .to it. 
And this is what 
is about to happen in Pennsylvania. 
The 
uncorrupted Republicans have been forced 
to make their election, and they have made 
it. 
Hereafter “ Bossism” can expect noth­ 
ing from them but opposition, and the new 
movement will, almost beyond a doubt, 
give it its death-blow in that State, and at 
the same time encourage all the rest of the 
country to shake off the yoke.

THE 
ARREARS-OF-RBNT BILL. 


Mr. Gladstone has introduced the ar- 
rears-of-rent bill. 
It provides for the can­ 
celing of all arrears, in cases where the 
rent does not exceed $150, upon the pay­ 
ment of one year’s arrearages, and it 
proposes to apply $7, .XX),000 from the 
Irish Church fund, for the relief of tenants, 
and to take $2,500,000 more from some 
other fund. 
I t is expected that $10,000,­ 
000 will cover the demands under the bill. 
Of course the object of the Government is 
to put a stop to evictions, and to put the 
tenants in a position to avail themselves of 
the relief afforded by the Land Courts. 
There can be no doubt th at the clearing off 
of the arrears of rent in the cases of a great 
number of small tenants will help them 
very materially, and in combination with 
the reduction of rents by the Land Courts 
it may go far towards settling the land 
question in some parts of the island. 
But 
there are thousands of tenants who are in 
a condition almost beyond help. 
They 
farm a few acres of poor land, and their 
holdings are so small, and their cropB so 
meager, that even if they lived rent free 
they could hardly make their living. 
This 
class can scarcely be reached by any legis­ 
lation yet proposed. 
I t is possible that 
nothing will help them but the increase of 
their holdings, together with the creation 
of a guarantee for lew rent daring a long 
period. One of the greatest evils in Ireland 
has always been the minute subdivisión 
of the land. 
Even the poorest class of 
cottiers have been accustomed to sub-let 
part of their little holdings, and the 
lowest class of sub tenants have often been 
paying the most exorbitant rents, for it is 


notorious that the exactions of the land­ 
lord class were never so merciless and 
greedy as those of the tenant farmers who 
sublet their lands. The arrears of-rent bill, 
however, cannot but exert a marked influ­ 
ence for good upon the Irish situation. By 
checking and shortly stopping the evictions 
it will restore hope to a large class from 
which, in the absence of all expectation of 
better things, desperation might have been 
apprehended. It will remove the incentive 
to agitation which has hitherto constituted 
tho strongest ally of the American Fenians. 
And if the repression bill is rigorously 
enforced coincident with the application of 
the new relief measures, it seems possible 
that the conspirator and assassin element 
may before long find the country too hot 
to hold it, and discover that the Irish 
people have at last something better to do 
than waste their time in secret Bociety 
meetings, and drillings, and plotting against 
their neighbors. 
This is what the Govern­ 
ment looks for, no doubt, and unless some 
new outbreak on the part of the Fenians 
overthrows all calculations, the programme 
may he successful. 


EGPYT. 
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A temporary calm has come over the 
Egyptian situation, caused, doubtless, by 
the opportune advent of the French and 
English ironclads, and the announcement 
by those powers of an intention to sup­ 
port the Khedive, and stand no nonsense 
from Arabi Bey and the Ministers who are 
under his thumb. 
It is reported that if 
he shows any disposition to proceed to 
extremities he is to be seized by Turkish 
yens d'armes, and taken on board one of 
the allied ships until he cools down. 
It 
is probable that the Egyptian trouble will 
not go much further under these circum 
stances. 
The Khedive has all the backing 
he can desire. 
The Chamber of Notables 
refuses to obey the Ministry. 
Aud the 
indications are that the latter will have to 
surrender 
at discretion. 
The 
native 
army, as was to have been expected, does 
not, after all, cut much figure in the case, 
It was od y useful as a menace against the 
Khedive in the the absence of any French 
and English ironclads. 
Now that they 
have come, it will probably not be heard 
of again, at least while they remain. 
And 
it is best so, for the so-called “ national ” 
agitation has been a farce and a humbug 
from the beginning. 
The truth is that the 
Egyptian people have been oppressed too 
long and too much to have any national 
aspirations. 
They have been very much 
worse off than the French peasantiy un­ 
der Louis XIV. 
Sines the English under 
took the financial management of Egypt the 
Fellahs have for the first time been re­ 
lieved from extortion and outrage, and 
have enjoyed something resembling the 
protection of real laws. 
That is a situa­ 
tion which it is desirable should continue ; 
but Arabi Bey's movement aimed at doing 
away with it. 
His demand for a purely 
Egyptian Government really meant nothing 
more than a return to all the abuses which 
have for a short time been got rid of. The 
intervention of France and England, there­ 
fore, is directly in the interest of the 
Egyptian people, and is entitled to the 
support aud approval of all the friends of 
humanity.

I’nlted Slates Senate. 
W a s h in g t o n , May 18th.—The House bill 
authorizing the receipt of United States gold 
coin in exchange for gold bars was passed. 
Conger said he would urge action upon the 
bills f >r public buildings to-morrow. 
The five per cent, land bill was then 
taken up. 
Sau'sbury’s amendment, prohibiting States 
receiving money from applying any of it to 
pty agents employed to procure it, was mod­ 
ified by Beck adding the words, “ except this 
be i s accordance with the laws of the State 
passed 
after 
the passage of this Act.” 
Adopted. 
V arica advocated an amendment requiring 
the quantity of lands donated for railroads 
and educational purposes in the States named 
to bn ascertained, and opposed the bilL 
The discussiou was continued by Conger, 
Allinon and McDill, and then Morgan offered 
an amendment, which was accepted by the 
Weeds of the bill, requiring that the pay­ 
ment of 5 per cent, be made in cash instead 
of hoods. 
Morrill gave notice of amendments, and 
the hill went over.

After an executive session, the Senate ad­ 
journed. House of Ur p resen tall v es. 


W a s h in g t o n , May 18th.—On motion of 
Ka«Bon. a bill passed providing that any per 
son being originally a citizen of the United 
States who had been naturalized as a subject 
of Great Britain, may publicly declare his 
renunciation of such naturalization and re­ 
sume his character and privileges as a citizen 
of the United States, by signing an instru 
ment to that effect. 
The House resumed consideration of the 
bank charter extension bill, the pending 
question being on an amendment offered by 
Buckner, reducing the period for which banks 
may extend their charters from twenty to ten 
years. 
It was lost by a vote of 92 to 110. 
Cannon offered the following amendment 
as an additional section to the bill: 
“ That 
the national banks now organized, or here­ 
after organized, having a capital of $150,000 
or less, shall not be required to keep a deposit 
with the Tresurer of the United States bonds 
in excess of $10,000 as security for their circu­ 
lating notes, and such of those banks having 
on deposit iu excess of that amount are 
authorized to reduce their circulation by the 
deposit of lawful money, as provided by law." 
Adopted—ayes 102, noes ICO. 
Cannon moved to reconsider and lay that 
motion on the table. Agreed to—ayes 111, 
noes 90, 
Hammond then offered his amendment, 
providing that jurisdiction for suits hereafter 
brcuzht by or against national banking asso­ 
ciations, except suits between them and the 
United States, or its officers cr agents, shall 
bo the same as the jurisdiction for suits 
brought against banks not organized under 
anv laws of the United States. Agreed to. 
Randall offered an amendment providing 
that the organization of any banking associa­ 
tion intended to replace any existing banking 
association shall retain the name thereof. 
Holders of stock in the expiring association 
shall be entitled to preference in the allot­ 
ment of shares in the new association in pro­ 
portion to the number of shares held by them 
respectively in 
the expiring association. 
Adopted. 
Holman offered an amendment, providing 
that every banking institution which shall 
obtain the profit of this Act shall pay :or the 
cost cf preparing the plates for such new 
circulating notes as shall be issued by it, and 
all other costs incident to the substitution of 
Buch new circulating notes for the old, in ad­ 
dition to the tax now imposed on banking in­ 
stitutions by law. Adopted. 
A long discussion then followed on the 
merits of greenbackisin. 
Oa motion of Crapo, the following amend­ 
ment was inserted at the end of Section 7 : 
“ And the franchise of such association, as an 
association, is hereby extended, for the sole 
purpose of liquidating their affairs until euch 
affairs are finally closed.” 
Section 7 has reference to banking associa­ 
tions which do not avail themselves of the 
provisions of the Act. 
Randall then offered his amendment as an 
independent section. 
Crapo offered as a substitute the following: 
41 That any national banking association now 
organized, or hereafter organized, desiring to 
withdraw its circulation notes upon a deposit 
of lawful money with the Treasurer of the 
United States, as provided in Section 4 in 
the Act of June 20, 1874, shall be required to 
give 90 days’ notice to the Secretary cf the 
Treasury of its intention to deposit lawful 
money and withdraw its circulating notes, 
provided not more than S5.000.000 in lawful 
money shall he deposited daring any calendar 
month for this purpose, and prorided, fur­ 
ther, that the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to bonds called for redemption by 
the Secretary of the Treasury; but when 
bonds are called for redemption, the banks 
holding such called bonds shall surrender 
them within 30 days after maturity of the 
call.” 
Randall declared his willingness to accept 
the substitute. 
Culbertson of Texas moved to amend the 
amendment by providing that no bank shall 
surrender any more than ons-tenth its cir­ 
culation in any one year. Rejected—ayee 88, 
nays 110. 
llaskell of Kansas said he had intended to 
vote for the pending bill, but he was not pre­ 
pared to support it since the amendment of­ 
fered by Cannon had been adopted, because it 
radically changed the national banking sys­ 
tem. He dare not cast his vote for a proposi­ 
tion that would open the door to a possible 
contraction of the currency that might reach 
$100,000,000. 
Cannon opposed the amendment offered by 
Crapo 
The effect of it, he contended, was 
to organize corners on 4a and 41*, and squeeze 
the banka oat. 
The Speaker laid before the House a mes­ 
sage from the President, transmitting th e 
concluding report of the Secretary of State 
and accompanying papers relative to the im- 
irisonment of Thomas Shields and Charles 
ebber in Mexico. Referred. 
Among the papers ie a copy of a letter 
signed by Shields and Webber to Represent­ 
ative Bayne, of Pennsylvania, as follows : 
“ We are released from jail, and have had an 
interview with Hon. H. P. Morgan, and 
from the evidence produced we are satisfied 
that he has done all in his power for us. We 
make this statement without any mental 
reservation.”

W a s h in g t o n , May 18th.—Some doubt is 
expressed to-night whether the bank bill will 
be finally passed before Saturday. 
To­ 
morrow is private hill day, and a majority 
of the Democrats want the regalar order to 
prevail. 
Last Friday the bank bill was 
called up, and Randall then successfully led 
the filibustering movement that lasted two 
hours. 
Private business or no business 
was the Democratic fiat, and as the result 
of the deadlock no business was trans­ 
acted. 
While there are quite a number 
of Democrats who desire the bank bill 
disposed 
of 
as 
soon 
as 
possible, a 
majority 
have 
been 
restrained 
with 
difficulty from filibnsterieg against its pas­ 
sage, and they may hs able successfully to 
prevent action upon it for at least one dar, if 
the Republicans will move the Mackey- 
O’Conner case as soon as the bank bill is put 
away. Members of both parties anticipate a 
bitter fight over this case. The Democrats 
have decided to filibuster agaiust it, and the 
Republicans are at present without a quorum 
of their members iu attendance. There is a 
strong feeling on the majority side that the 
Mackey O'Conner and other Southern con­ 
tested election caees must be acted upon at 
the present session, mainly for the political 
effect which the settlement of the cases in 
favor of the contestants will have at the next 
election.

justice in Ireland. 
He declared that the 
new- bill would facilitate the summoning of 
witnesses. The Government would be slow 
to use their power with regard to public 
meetings, and where meetings were held they 
would regard less the utteraDce of the speak­ 
ers than the evident intention of what was 
enunciated. 
He defended the provisione of 
the bill against the publication of seditious 
articles. 
He said the Government had rea­ 
son to think that in their effort to suppress 
outrage they would have the assistance of 
those who had become tired of the terrorism 
to which they had been so long subjected.

In 
County Galway slone 300 tenant farmers have 
been evicted inside of a week, and the work 
goes on. While the national organizations 
are yet in dread of making any overt opposi 
tion, the measures of repression proposed in 
Parliament are creating a revulsion of feeling 
throughout the 
country.

Parlia­ 
ment is determined to believe, no matter 
what happens, that there are no good traits 
or tender feeling* in Irishmen, and means to 
nusb oppression and ooercion to extremities. 
The result is that the fire of revolutionary 
sentiment, which had been permitted to 
smolder, has been waked np by the action 
of the House of Commons, and the repression 
bill recently thrust upon the people has re­ 
kindled the fire. Already murmurs of dis­ 
content and dissatisfaction are heard at the 
course pursued by Parnell. The disclosures 
made volnntarily by the Irish leader, and 
those forced by Forster, have had a very bad 
effect, and a truce will not be tolerated by 
the mas* of the people engaged iu the agita­ 
tion.

W hat the Organization Is—A Gathering 
at Rocklin To-Day. 
A gathering of members from Lodges of 
the Ancient Order of United Workmen 
located at Sacramento, Rocklin, Auburn, 
Newcastle, Lincoln, Wheatland, Dutch Flat, 
Colfax, Folsom, Elk Grove, Galt, Placerviile, 
Georgetown, Blue Canyon, Coloma, Nicolaus 
and Marysville, is to take place to-day at a 
pleasant grove near Rocklin, and furnishes 
occasion for some timely remarks concerning 
this Order, in which there is so large a mem­ 
bership, and which, in this State, has bad an 
almost phenomenal growth. Some fifteen 
years ago a mechanic in Pennsylvania con­ 
ceived the idea of enrolling his fellow work­ 
men in an organization to secure to the 
assigns of each, on death, a given sum cf 
money. Out tf that man’s effort has grown 
th e o rd e r 
Which has, in so brief a space of time, at­ 
tained such great proportions. The organ­ 
ization has no capital stock, say its friends, 
save the pledge of each member to pay a 
given sum when called upon, under the pro­ 
viso that he shall not be so called upon of tener 
than once a month, and that the sum to be 
paid on the beneficiary certificates that the 
Order issues shall not exceed the sum of 
$2,000. A part of its capital stock, they also 
hold, is found in the fraternal principle that 
is the ruiing sentiment of the Order. On that 
it rests its claims, but its members are free to 
admit that great numbers enter the Order 
simply to secure the benefit iu the shape of 
the life insurance certificate it issues. How­ 
ever, they add, as insurance at the minimum 
of coat is a great aim of the Order, that ob­ 
ject, when it prompts men to enter, is a 
proper one, and thereby men are brought 
within the fraternal circle, and benefited by 
its teachings and its restraints, who would 
otherwise neglect not only to provide fur the 
SUPPORT OK THEIR FAMILIES 
In the event of their own decease, but would 
nut enter into that fraternal relation with 
their fellow men that they shoulJ. In any 
light, therefore, the Workmen claim that 
their organization is one that addresses itself 
most strongly to the people as a prop>erone to 
be promoted. It is free from political or re­ 
ligious bias, and makes no question concern­ 
ing men’s beliefs, creeds or political affilia­ 
tions. It inculcates those charitable principles 
and those doctrines of mutual aid and fraternal 
regard and conduct that are common to most 
of the secret fraternal brotherhoods, such as 
the Odd Fellows, the Red Men, and like 
Orders. The question that most seriously 
addresses itself to the thoughtful person is 
that of the cost of insurance in such an organ­ 
ization. As to this, say tho members who 
have given it study, the experience of Bome 
fifteen years baj been such as to demonstrate 
that the Order is a success as an insurance in­ 
stitution, and that it is the most economical 
form of insurance known. In those years the 
Order claims that it has passed its younger 
members frum youth to middle age, and its 
old members from middle age to old age, and 
the eldest members of its early history to the 
grave, and has thereby satisfied itself fully as 
to all the risks and all the matters of life ex­ 
pectation, etc.THE GRAND BODY 
lu this State requires that there nhall be kept 
constantly collected and on hard a sum suffi­ 
cient to meet the call for the payment of a 
number of beceticiaiy certificated at $2,000 
each. To do this, say the officers, it has been 
found that the assessments amount to from 
$12 to $18 per year per member. Added to 
this is the cost of lodge maintenance, which is 
some $0 more, and thus the cost of the insur­ 
ance is determined. Some six years ago the 
Order was eetablished in this State with a 
single lodge and about 100 members. It now 
has 220 lodges and over 15,000 members. Its 
lodges are located in nearly every section ef 
the State, but are more plentiful in the cen­ 
tral than in any other portion of the jurisdic­ 
tion. Each lodge is required to employ a 
competent physician as a med'cal examiner, 
and before any applicant is received he has 
to undergo a rigid physical examination, and 
be found to be at least an oroiuarily good 
rit*k. After admission he is closely watched, 
and is liable to lose all if his couduct in life 
and habit is such at to increase in any marked 
degree the liability of bis death, and it is 
claimed that in this respect the Order exer­ 
cises a powerful restraining influence upen a 
vast body of men.

2i to 25, is 1 in 113 ; 20 to 30, is 1 in 151; 31 
to 35, ia 1 in 72 ; 30 to 40, is 1 in 62 ; 41 to 
40, is 1 in 67 ; and 40 to 49, is 1 in 42. Be- 
yonds these age?, the reports give us no fig­ 
ures, but the conclusion drawn is, that the 
rate is about as shown in most of the tables 
of Actuaries.

THE AMERICAN RIVER. 
Steamboats went up the American river as 
far a* Brighton in 1852, and also in 1802. 
Since that time no steamboat has entered the 
American. J. T. Cardwell some time since 
conceived the idea that he could navigate the 
river from Sacramento to Folsom, a distance 
by river of thirty-six miles. He endeavored 
to get the American Bridge Company to put 
in a draw, so as to enable him to navigate the 
stream. The bridge company refused. Card­ 
well brought suit against the company, claim­ 
ing that the American Was a navigable 
stream, and that the bridge company 
in question must, according to law, 
maintain a draw. The bridge company re­ 
fused to put in a draw. Cardwell bought a 
steamer—the Daisy—at Stockton, brought 
her to Sacramento, and demanded to be per­ 
mitted to pass up stream. The bridge com­ 
pany refused, from the fact that they had no 
draw in their bridge. This necessitated 
Cardwell to place hi* steamer above the 
bridge. By the use of rollers and house-mov­ 
ing apparatus he succeeded in taking hi* 
boat from the river and conveying it around 
the bridge into the river. Wednesday, about 
1:30 P. M.. the boat left the Twelfth-street 
bridge for Folsom. 
T. T. Cardwell 
was the Captain aud Jessie Waddle 
pilot. 
When they started there were 
about sixty-five invited guests aboard. 
Among them were Supervisors Bailey, Dre- 
man, Beckley, Christy and Butler, Deputy 
Attorney-General Clinton L. White, District

The Central Pacific 
Railroad Company's bridge was reached 
in filtren minutes from the time of 
starting. The smoke-stack was lowered 
and the boat passed under the same without 
difficulty. Persons atandirg on the upper 
deck of the steamer could not tonch the 
bridge with their hands. 
The run to 
Brighton was made in an hour and fifteen 
minutes. At the ranches of Dr. Manlove, 
John Shields and many others along the bank 
of th* liver the people assembled on the 
rivet’s bank and cheered. No difficulty wa# 
found in navigaticg the river as far as depth 
of water was concerned. There is a good 
channel and plenty of water at all points. 
Iu the upper portion of the river, say six 
miles from Folsom, the current in the river is 
very strong. A steamer, in order to combat 
and ove» come this current, will have to be 
built specially for that purpose. At this 
time there is high water in the American, 
and it is the most seasonable season of the 
year for any vessel which wishes to reach 
Folsom by water. 
Aa was stated in this paper yesterday morn­ 
ing, Henry Johnson fell overboard and was 
drowned. It wa* rumored last evening that 
his body bad been found. 
^ The steamer left Folsom yesterday morn­ 
ing, and made the run—thirty-six miles—in 
two hours and a quarter. 
About ten miles this side of Folsom the 
north bank of the river is changed into steep 
bluffs. These bluffs vary in hight from 100 
to 300 feet. Perhaps there is not another 
river iu America, except the Hudson, for the 
same distance, which presents such pictur­ 
esque scenery. 
The following resolutions were unani­ 
mously adopted by the people on the steamer : 
W iibreas, P.y the kindness of J. T. Cat dwell we 
bave been his guests on the steamer Daisy on the 
first trip made by any vessel from Sacramento to 
Folsom ; and whereas, we are under many obliga­ 
tions to him for the hospitable manner in which we 
have been entertained on said trip, we therefore 
take this method of expressing to Mr. Cardwell our 
hearty thanks for the pleasurable day he has af­ 
forded us, and we sincerely wish and confidently 
predict that the enterprise in which he has ein 
barked will meet with that success the energy with 
which it has been forwarded merits. We tender 
thanks to Captain Rogers, in whose superior ability 
we have unbounded confidence, thus relieving us 
from any fear of serious danger, and for the admira­ 
ble manner in which he successfully demonstrated 
the practicability of the navigation of the American 
river; to J. H. Corbin and assistants for the polite 
manner in which they dispensed the hospitality of 
our host; to officers and crew for gentlemanly de­ 
portment and the interest taken to make this an ex­ 
cursion of unalloyed enjoyment. That we deeply 
deplore the sudden death of our respected fellow- 
citizen, Ilenrv Johnson, but exonerate all concerned 
from any blame in this most unfortunate accident.

This evening the Health Officer, after making 
an inspection of the vessel, reported seven 
more Chinese pa^sengeis down with small­ 
pox. The case?, however, are reported to be 
Light. The engineer of the steamer and two 
seamen are alio down with the disease. The 
engineer has a very bad case of confluent 
small-pox. These three persons have been 
removed to the Twenty-sixth-street Hospital. 
The Chinese passengers affected remain on 
board the steamer, in obedience to a resolu­ 
tion adopted by the Board of Health at the 
last meeting, forbidding small-pox patients 
being taken to the hospital. Macondray 
A Co. have telegraphed to Russell & Co. at 
Hongkong, who are agents for the Ng Chow 
Fung Co.—the charterers of the steamer—to 
ascertain if they would be willing to defray 
the expenses of quarantining the Chinese 
passengers, as was required by the Board of 
Health. No answer has been received yet, so 
Macondray & Co. are undecided what to do. 
They have telegraphed to the owners of the 
steamer—Adams & Bros., of London—asking 
if they would approve of hiring some vessel 
to which all the passengers could be trans­ 
ferred. An answer has been received for 
Macondray & Co. to use their own discretion. 
It has been decided to charter for a time the 
ship Colombia for the purpose mentioned. 
This vessel will be fitted up with bunk?, and 
by Monday next is expected to bo in readi- 
ne-s. It is proposed to transfer all the Chi­ 
nese passengers to the Columbia, and take 
her to Mission bay, where she will be placed 
in quarantine. All will depend, however, 
upon whether the agents or charterers are 
willing to defray-the expenses, which will be 
very heavy.

San F rancisco, May 18th.—The first 
meeting of the Woman’s Protective League of 
California was held to-day. Mrs. M. Blades 
was chosen President, and Mrs. M. J. 

After the meeting was 
called to order the Secretary read the consti­ 
tution, in which the plan of organization was 
outlined. It provides for tho membership of 
ladies, and Las for its object the displacement 
of Chinese as domestic servants, and filling 
their places with worthy white women and 
girls. An Executive Committee of ten takes 
charge of the Society’s affairs, finds employ­ 
ment for women who apply to it, and devises 
means to pay expenses. The pledge each 
member of the Society takes is as follows : 
We, members of the Women’s Protective League 
of California, do promise and declare that we will 
not employ in our households, or emp!oy in house­ 
hold labor, any Chinese, nor purchase household 
supplies from the Chinese. 
A committee, consisting of Mrs. Blade*, 
Mrs. Cashman and Mrs. Stephens, was ap­ 
pointed to frame an address to the ladies of 
the city, setting forth the object of the soci­ 
ety, and asking them to participate in the 
meeting.

M u rd ered by D eserters. 
Tucson, May 18tb.—The following has 
been received from Separ, N. M.: About 
half-past 1 o’clock yesterday two men with 
four mules arrived at this place, watering 
their animals at the tank, when two other 
men arrived and tied their horses at the tele­ 
graph office fence. They reported that the 
men who had the mules were deserters from 
Camp Thomas, and hail stolen seven or eight 
head of stock, among them a horse belonging 
to Joe Hill, of Safford, A. T. Hill’s brother 
and W. H. Miller were the men who wero 
following them. They made a request tbat 
some one go and speak to the two deserters, 
and ask them what they had done with the 
balance of the stock, but no one cared to do 
so. Hill stated that he did not wish any 
trouble, only to find his stock. Not 
being able to prevail on any one to go, 
A. G. Hill and his companion, W. H. Miller, 
started themselves to interviéw them. By 
this time the others had tb6ir mules saddled 
and their guns ready. Hill and Miller kept 
on approaching until within about seventy- 
five or eighty yard®, when one of the men 
stepped out from behind a mule and made 
motions for them to stop, and stepped back 
behind the mules and fired. At the first fire 
Miller fell dead, shot through the neck, 
breaking the spinal column, the ball coming 
out between the shoulders. Hill then fired, 
wounding one of the men. The two deserters 
then fired at Hill, but did not hit him. The 
mules scattered, but one of the men managed 
to mouQt one of them and caught another for 
his companion.

I have the honor to inform you that the two com­ 
bined columns I had arranged, under the respective 
commands of Colonel Lorenzo Uarcia and Major 
Luis Coron, having joined at Olizos, in the Sta^e of 
Chihuahua, yesterday at 0 o’cloek in the morning 
met and completely defeated a band of Apache?, 
who were ju*t returning after making a raid into 
the United States, from whence they brought a 
large number of stoieu horses and mules. 
Seventy-five of the Indians were killed and 
twenty-eight women made prisoners, those only 
escaping w ho ha/1 good horses. We lost the First 
Captain of the Sixth Battalion, named Antonio 
Koda, and two of hi* soldiers ; the Lieutenant of the 
National Guard of Bavispe, Serapio Lugo, with four 
of his soldiers; the Second Lieutenant of the ex­ 
ploring vanguard, with four soldiers belonging to 
the Fourth Squadron of Sonora. Commander Coron, 
Lieutenant Jesus Garcia, six Federal soldiers and 
two Nationals wero wounded. I sent reinforce­ 
ments to the other column, commanded by Colonel 
Terres, in case the Indian party of Casa Grandes 
should fly towards the plain occupied by the main 
column. I transmit this to you, iu order that it may 
reach the General-in-Chief in the shortest |Kj8sible 
time.

WM. EWART GLADSTONE, 


T H E PR IM E M IN IST E R OF EN G LA N D . 


M r. G ladstone was born Decem ber 29, 
1809, a t Liverpool, an K nglishm an by birth, 
b u t Scotch In blood. 
Ilia fath er waa a m er­ 
chant of considerable em inence and w ealth. 
Before attaining the ape of 22 th efn tu re atatea- 
mau graduated at the U niversity of Oxford, a 
double tírat e!., x m oa. 
This was in the year 
1881, preceding by a tw elvem onth only hi» 
entrance upon public life as as a m em ber of 
I’ariiam en tfu r N ew atk-t n-T rent. 
G ladetotc 
was an ard en t Conservative a t th a t tim e, and 
his firet book was a defense of the anion of 
Church and S ta te —a rem srk avle work, which 
M acaulay reviewed in the Edinburgli R triiic 
w ith appreciation of its sp irit and scholarly 
style, bu t condem ned its conclusion. N .w ark 
continued M r. G ladstone as her representa­ 
tive u ntil 1815. 
lie was only 25 when Sir 
R obert T eel m ade him a Ju n io r L ord of the 
Treasury. 
T hree m onths later be was pro­ 
moted to be an U nder Secretary for the Colo­ 
nies, which position he held until A pril, 1835, 
when Peel w ent o u t of office. 
U pon the re­ 
tu rn of S ir R o b eit to power, in 1841, M r. 
G ladstone was m ade V ice-President of the 
Council and M aster of the M int. 
In 1843 ho 
relinquished the first-nam ed of these offices, 
in order to assum e th a t of P resident of the 
Board of T rade. 
Two years afterw ards he 
was m ade Secretary for th e Colonies, soon 
-f trr which he retigoed office and his seat in 
Parliam ent, 
T he U niversity of O xford re­ 
turned him a» a m em ber of the H ouse of 
Commons in 1847, a connection w hich was 
m aintained for m any years. 
H e was a m em ­ 
ber of the coalition M inistry of I.prd A b er­ 
deen, b Tined in 1852. 
H is office was th a t of 
C hancellor of the E xchequer, for which he 
showed a m ervelnm aptitude, handling the 
national accounts w ith an ea»v m astery, and 
presenting them before th e H ouse of Com­ 
mons and the conutry w ith a degree of elo­ 
quence w hich had never before adorned na­ 
tional finance. 
T he 
A berdeen 
M inistry 
resigned in 1855, in consequence of the clam or 
raised against its m anagem ent of the war, and 
arc constructed M inistry» ith L ord Palm erston 
at the head, and in w hich M r. G ladstone had 
plsoc, proved to he short lived. 
In 1858 aud 
1859 the subject of this sketch was »ent on a 
special mission to the Ionian Islands, and in 
Ju n e, 1859, again served as Chancellor of the 
E xchequer under L ord Palm erston, th e p re­ 
m ier^ upon whose death and the succeeding 
prem iership of E arl R ussell he continued to 
hold th e sam e position, and also acted as 
leader of th e H ouse of Commons. 
H is rejec­ 
tion as rep-esentative of the U niversity of Ox 
ford, in 1865, was succeeded by his election 
for S outh Lar.caeLire. 
In ISliO th e Hassell 
G ladstone m inistry, as it was called, resigned 
in consequence of an adverse vote on the 
question of reform in P arliam en tary represen­ 
tation, ai d a C onservative G overnm ent as­ 
sum ed cffice. 
W hen, in the election of 1868, 
South L ancashire rejected b er representative, 
he waa triu m p h an tly returned by the borough 
of G reenw ich, and M r. D israeli’s G overnm ent 
retirin g becinse of th e election of a L iberal 
m ajo tily to th e Commons, M r. G ladstone as­ 
sum ed th e prem iership for the first tim e. 
H is 
g reat m easures, the di-establishm ent and dis- 
endow m ent of th e Irish C hurch and th e Irish 
L and B id w ere passed in the year 1870. 
In 
1873 his governm ent was defeated on the 
Irish U niversity-E ducation till, and he re­ 
signed, b u t he was persuaded by his Sovereign 
to resum e office, 
lie served u ntil after the 
general election of 1874, w hich resulted in the 
trium ph of the C onservatives. M r. G ladstone 
now retired from the leadership of his party 
in th e H ouse of Commons, which was as­ 
sum ed by the M arquis of H artin g to n , and de­ 
voted him self to literary labor. 
Iu 1874 and 
1875 he produced certain pam phlets on the 
question of the R om an C atholic C hurch in its 
relations to the civil power, w hich created a 
great sensation, and w ere read throughout the 
C hristian 
world. 
H is pam phiel entitled 
"B u lg arian H o n o rs and the Q uestion of the 
E a st,” published in 1870, was of rem arkable 
force, and gave m oral support to R ussia in 
the w ar betw een th a t pow er and T urkey, 
which broke out tw o years afterw ards. 
A 
learned w ork on H om er, w hich saw th e light 
in 1870, indicatrd the directi in of one of his 
recreative studies—one of a large num ber, by 
the way, for M r. G ladstone’s powers are ex­ 
ercised in a great variety of ways, and his 
attainm ents 
in languages, 
literatu re and 
other subjects exem plify his astonishing in 
d ustry and m ental fore». 
T he m agnificent 
trinm ph of the L iberals ia the election of 
1880, when M r. G ladstone was elected by 
M id-L othian and the borough of Leeds, vir­ 
tually com pelled his assum ption of pow er as 
the F irst L ord of th e T reasury, to w hich he 
added the functions of C hancellor of the Ex- 
ch' qner. 
H e is m em ber for M id-L othian or 
E Jm hurgshire, preferring this to the repre­ 
sentation of Leeds, for w i iah borough one of 
4.ia son^ H erb ert, a prom ising youDg states­ 
man, is sitting. 
A nother of his sons has 
n te a t in the Hon«e of Commons, one ia a 
clergym an of th e E stablished C hurch, and 
one of his daughters is m arried to a m inister 
of th e C hurch of England. 
T he wife of M r. 
G ladstone’s y outh is still living. 
She is an 
excellent helpm eet, the eldest daughter of Sir 
Stephen G lynne, B art., to whom he was m ar­ 
ried in the year 1839. 
T he Irish land bill is 
the last great accom plishm ent of perhaps the 
ablest m inister E ngland ever produced, and 
questions arh in g out of the Irish difficulty 
are now taxing his wisdom and endurance to a 
degree w hich, how ever great, he lid s fair to 
m aster. 
W hen his w ork shall have been 
done, Irelan d will be the greatest gainer by 
his statesm anship, which is th a t of a veteran, 
a m an of extraordinary learning aud vast 
n atu ral cip acity , of indefatigable applica­ 
tion, w ondeiful executive force and UDeur- 
paesed eloquence, of progressive convictions 
and high, conscientious courage.
